Next day (24'h December) three: of our 
misetaneries precnred chats and retuned the 
call of the megistrate, taking along a present of 
religious beoks which he had asked to ree, and 
a year's volume of a sclentific magazine published 
fo Shanghal. We were treated very courteously, 
and found that the efficer had already tssued a 
proclamation based spon bis personel inspection 
of our premises, a transixtion of which I append. 
PROCLAMATION 


concerning the search of the forelgn premises 
by the focal magistrate, 

The people In the ne'ghbourhood have seen 
the foreigners bring Ina round fron stove, and 
without stopping to ascertain what Jt was, 
Invented scendatous repnrts and circuln'ed them, 
—a thing most reprehensible! To-day the local 
msgfatrate has rove in person and searched the 
forefgn premlees, and entering the houses room 
by room, has thoranghly Inseected the whole 
compound. With the. exception of thi stave, 
there {9 on the place no other sort of furnitnre 
having the form or sembl«nce of artillery, The 
selfesame day we corcled it the stove] to the Fast 
suborb and thence ta the yamén entrance, where 
all eyes coutd behold It and he rid of aneplcion.
